The stibject matter of the invention is an electric circuit 
for an electromagnetic source for generating acoustic 
waves (independent claim 1) . 



The closest prior art is represented by Dl, which 
discloses (the references in parentheses are to this 
document) an electric circuit for an electromagnetic 
source (10) for generating acoustic waves, wherein the 
electric circuit comprises a capacitor (CI) that is 
connected in parallel to a series circuit comprising a 
second capacitor (C2) and a valve (7) . Dl does not 
disclose the characterizing features of claim 1: 

(i) that the first valve is connected such that, 

after the two capacitors have been charged, it 
remains nonconductive during discharge of the 
first capacitor as long as the first capacitor is 
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charged with a greater voltage than the second 
capacitor and becomes conductive as soon as the 
charging voltage of the first capacitor, which 
discharges first, at least siibstantially equals 
the charging voltage of the second capacitor, 
whereby the second capacitor begins to discharge 
and the two discharging capacitors supply the 
coil of the electromagnetic source with current. 

D2 likewise fails to disclose the features (i) • 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem addressed by the invention is that of enabling 
the properties of the acoustic waves to be varied. 

The problem is solved by the features (i) , which permit 
the capacitance of the electric circuit to be arranged so 
as to be variable in relation to time, whereby the 
waveform of the current flowing through the coil of the 
electromagnetic source and thus, in turn, the properties 
of the acoustic waves generated are likewise variable. 
Neither Dl nor D2 suggests to a person skilled in the art 
solving the above -indicated problem by the features (i) . 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the 
present application therefore involves an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33 (3) ) , 

Claims 2-10 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step.
